1 . QUOTED PARA. 3 BELOW IS CONTRACT AMENDMENT TEXT FOR 
INDOCHINESE EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM. THE CONTRACT AMEND- 
MENT WILL INCREASE BY 200 THE NUMBER OF REFUGEES FROM 
CAMBODIA AND VIETNAM BEING RESETTLED BY EACH VOLAG 
WITH A GENEVA SIGNED CONTRACT. NUMBER OF REFUGEES TO BE 
RESETTLED BY EACH VOLAG UNDER EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM 
WILL BE ADJUSTED UPWARD WITH FURTHER AMENDMENT ( S) ONCE 
DETERMINATION MADE ON SIZE OF EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM. 
FURTHER AMENDMENT WILL ALSO BE REQUIRED WHEN REFUGEES FROM 
LAOS CAN BE INCLUDED IN THESE CONTRACTS. 

2. DS-150 (CHANGE NO. 14) ISSUED APRIL 27, 1976 IN- 
CREASING ALLOTMENT 3278 (APPROPRIATION 195/61 144) BY 200,000 
DOLLARS TO TOTAL OF 58.698 MILLION DOLLARS TO ENABLE 
IMMEDIATE AMENDMENT OF CONTRACTS S166FA1281 (LWF) AND 
S166FA1279 (IRC). AS SOON AS OTHER VOLAGS APPROVE CONTRACT 
AMENDMENT ADDITIONAL FUNDS WILL BE ALLOTTED. 
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3. CONTRACT TEXT: QUOTE CONTRACT (INSERT NUMBER) IS 
FURTHER AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 

— PARA. 1 THIS AMENDMENT IS AN INTEGRAL PART OF 
CONTRACT (INSERT NUMBER) AS AMENDED. SECTION 1 - GENERAL 
CONTRACT CONDITIONS AND SECTION 2 - GOODS AND SERVICES 
TO BE PROVIDED BY CONTRACTOR, AS AMENDED, APPLY TO THIS 
AMENDMENT. IN ADDITION, THE FOLLOWING PROVISIONS SHALL 
BE APPLICABLE TO THIS AMENDMENT. 

— A. THE FUND ALLOTMENT IS APPROPRIATION 195/61 144 
ALLOTMENT 3278, FUNCTION 180. 

— -B. THE CONTRACTOR WILL KEEP SEPARATE RECORDS COVERING 
THE RESETTLEMENT AND RELOCATION PROGRAM UNDER THIS AMEND- 
MENT. THOSE RECORDS SHALL INCLUDE: 

— (1) THE NAME AND "A" NUMBER OF EACH REFUGEE, THE 
RESETTLEMENT ADDRESS OF THE REFUGEE FAMILY GROUP, OR 
REFUGEE, AS THE CASE MAY BE, THE NAME AND ADDRESS OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL, FAMILY OR GROUP ACCEPTING SPONSORSHIP 
RESPONSIBILITY. 

— (2) THE WRITTEN REQUEST FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE 
TO RESETTLE EACH REFUGEE OR FAMILY GROUP WITHIN THE UNITED 
STATES; 

— (3) RECORDS OF EXPENDITURES BY THE VOLUNTARY AGENCY 
OF FUNDS FURNISHED UNDER THIS AMENDMENT; 

— (4) COPIES OF NOTICES SENT TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 

STATE, UNDER THIS AMENDMENT, AND A RECORD OF PAYMENTS MADE 

BY THE U.S. GOVERNMENT UNDER THIS AMENDMENT. 

— C. THE CONTRACTOR WILL PERMIT THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE 
AND THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL OF THE UNITED STATES, OR ANY 
DULY AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE, UNTIL THREE YEARS AFTER 
FINAL PAYMENT UNDER THIS AMENDMENT, TO HAVE ACCESS TO 
AND THE RIGHT AT ALL REASONABLE TIMES TO EXAMINE AND AUDIT 
SUCH RECORDS.

— -D. REFUGEES ASSIGNED TO THE CONTRACTOR BY THE DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE UNDER THIS AMENDMENT WILL BE A PART OF THE 
CASELOAD OF THE "EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM" OF THE INDO- 
CHINESE REFUGEE PROGRAM. THE CONTRACTOR SHALL MAKE ALL 
THE ARRANGEMENTS WITHIN THE UNITED STATES FOR RESETTLE- 
MENT, WILL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR TRANSPORTATION COSTS AND 
ARRANGEMENTS FROM THE AIRPORT NEAREST THE SPONSOR'S PLACE 
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OF ABODE TO THE PLACE OF RESIDENCE SELECTED BY THE 
SPONSOR, AND THEREAFTER FOR RELATED AND CUSTOMARY 
RESETTLEMENT ACTIVITIES/SERVICES . 

— E. GRANTS OF 500 DOLLARS PER CAPITA WILL BE MADE 
TO THE CONTRACTOR FOR ALL REFUGEES FROM CAMBODIA AND 
VIETNAM RESETTLED IN THE UNITED STATES UNDER THE CON- 
TRACTOR'S AUSPICES SUBSEQUENT TO THE DATE OF THIS AMEND- 
MENT, BUT PRIOR TO JULY 1, 1976, AND FOR ANY SUCH REFU- 
GEE ON WHOSE BEHALF BOTH OF THE FOLLOWING CRITERIA HAVE 
BEEN MET SUBSEQUENT TO THE DATE OF THIS AMENDMENT, BUT 
PRIOR TO JULY 1, 1976: 

— (1) CONTRACTOR HAS RECEIVED A WRITTEN REQUEST FROM 
THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE TO RESETTLE THE REFUGEE WITHIN 
THE UNITED STATES. 

— (2) CONTRACTOR HAS VERIFIED TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
STATE ITS WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT SPONSORSHIP RESPONSIBILITY. 

— F. NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF PARAGRAPH 1 E 
OF THIS AMENDMENT, THE CONTRACTOR SHALL NOT BE ENTITLED 
TO A 500.00 DOLLAR PER CAPITA GRANT FOR SUCH REFUGEE, 

SHOULD, SUBSEQUENT TO JUNE 30, 1976; 

— (1 ) THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE BE REQUIRED TO WITHDRAW 
ITS REQUEST TO THE CONTRACTOR FOR RESETTLEMENT OF THE 
REFUGEE DUE TO A FINDING OF INELIGIBILITY, OR (2) THE 
REFUGEE NOT PROCEED TO THE UNITED STATES UNDER THE AUSPICES 
OF THE "EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM'' FOR REASONS OVER WHICH 
THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT AND THE CONTRACTOR HAVE NO 
CONTROL (E.G., REFUGEE ELECTS NOT TO RESETTLE IN THE 
UNCLASSIFIED

UNITED STATES; DEATH OF REFUGEE PRIOR TO TRAVEL TO 
UNITED STATES, ETC.). 

HOWEVER, FOR AUDIT PURPOSES, DOCUMENTED COSTS INCURRED 
BY THE CONTRACTOR, IN CONNECTION WITH SUCH REFUGEES, MAY 
BE CONSIDERED AS EXPENSES INCURRED AGAINST THE TOTAL 
CONTRACT. 

— G. UNDER THIS AMENDMENT THE CONTRACTOR SHALL RESETTLE 
200 REFUGEES AND SHALL RECEIVE TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
( 10 , 000 ). 

— -H. FOR REFUGEES ASSIGNED TO THE CONTRACTOR UNDER THIS 
AMENDMENT, PROGRAM PROGRESS REPORTS WILL BE SUBMITTED AS 
REQUIRED BY THE CONTRACT, OR AMENDMENTS THERETO. 
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UPDATED PROGRESS REPORTS REQUIRED BY THE CONTRACT, OR 
AMENDMENTS THERETO, SHALL BE SUBMITTED AT SIX MONTH 
INTERVALS UNTIL SEPTEMBER 30, 1977, BY REPORTING CHANGES, 

IF ANY, IN ESSENTIAL INFORMATION CONTAINED IN PRIOR 
REPORTS. 

-—I. EFFECTIVE WITH THE EXECUTION OF THIS AMENDMENT 
FOR "EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM" CASES AND UPON WRITTEN 
REQUEST BY THE CONTRACTOR AND APPROVAL BY THE SUPER- 
VISING OFFICER, ADVANCE PAYMENTS MAY BE MADE TO THE 
CONTRACTOR. THE ADVANCE PAYMENTS SHALL BE NO MORE THAN

THIS AMENDMENT. 

— PARA. 2 AS A MINIMUM FOR PAYMENT FOR REFUGEES 
RESETTLED AS PROVIDED BY THIS AMENDMENT, THE CONTRACTOR 
SHALL SUBMIT TO THE (INSERT PAYING OFFICE): THE NAME 
AND "A" NUMBER OF EACH REFUGEE AND THE RESETTLEMENT 
ADDRESS OF THE REFUGEE FAMILY GROUP, OR REFUGEE, AS THE
